We  were 
glad  to  have  Prof.  G.  W.  Herring  with  us  during  a  part  of  our  session,  who 
delivered  an  able  address  on  Agriculture  and  Economy,  how  to  live  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  present  period  in  life.

Third.  That  the  different  churches  shall  have  correspondence  with  each 
other  either  by  letter  or  delegate  at  the  Quarterly  meetings. 

Fourth.  That  no  man  be  recognized  as  a  minister  or  local  preacher  until 
he  is  worthy  of  license. 

Fifth.  That  any  minister  or  deacon  caught  in  the  act  of  fornication,  adultery 
or  intoxication,  shall  be  silenced  not  less  than  6  months,  nor  longer  than  two 
years. 

Sixth.  That  if  any  president  violate  Artice  37th  of  the  Constitution,  he  shall 
be  expelled  from  his  office  during  that  year. 

Agreed  to  retain  the  Board  of  Seven  Counselors,  viz:  Revs.  J.  W.  Rayner, 
J.  W.  Barfleld,  H.  Williams,  A.  B.  Troublefield,  J.  S.  Thornton,  T.  J.  Jones 
and  Brother  Gabriel  Royall. 

By  order  of  the  President,  the  committee  on  Ministerial  Characters  retired, 
returned  and  reported  as  follows:  We,  your  Committee  on  Ministerial  Char- 
acters, beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report:  We  have  investigated  the 
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Ministerial  conditions  and  found  all  in  good  standing  except  Rev.  E.  Hargett. 
The  report  was  received  and  given  over  to  the  Grievance  Committee,  and  the 
Ministerial  committee  was  discharged.  The  Grievance  Committee  then  in- 
vestigated the  same  and  made  the  following  report:  We  your  committee  on 
Grievances  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report:  We  find  a  true  bill 
against  Rev.  E.  Hargett,  concerning  the  grievances  of  his  churches;  the  report 
was  received  and  given  to  the  Counselors,  and  the  committee  discharged.  The 
Board  of  Counselors  then  investigated  the  case;  and  reported:  rWe  your 
Counsel  Brethren  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report:  We  did  all  in  our 
power  to  maintain  love,  peace  and  prosperity  in  all  of  our  churches;  to  do 
this  we  decided  it  best  to  expel  Rev.  E.  Hargett,  from  the  Cape  Fear  Con- 
vention, of  the  Disciples  of  Christ,  of  North  Carolina.  The  report  received 
and  the  counselors  discharged. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  F.  D.  Darden,  Rev.  J.  S.  Thornton,  our  Field  Worker, 
came  forth  and  made  his  annual  report  which  was  satisfactory,  and  met  the 
approval  of  the  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  C.  O.  King,  the  Convention  extended  to  Rev.  J.  S.  Thorn- 
ton, a  vote  of  heartfelt  thanks  for  his  valuable  services.

W.  Rayner  was  chosen  to  preach 
the  Gui  'e  Sermon  at  the  next  Animal  Convention  ,and  Rev.  J.  B.  Morrison, 
his  alternate. 

Agreed  that  the  first  Union  Meeting  shall  convene  at  St.  James,  Benson, 
Johnston  County,  N.  C.  on  Friday  before  the  first  fifth  Sunday  in  A.  D.  1915. 

Rev.  J.  S.  Thornton  was  chosen  to  preach  the  Guide  Sermon  at  the  first 
Union  Meeting,  and  Rev.  D.  Spencer  his  alternate. 

Agreed  to  have  700  copies  of  minutes  printed.,  that  Bro.  A.  C.  Chestnut 
shall  compile  them,  and  have  $8.00  for  compiling. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  C.  Smith,  agreed  that"  $25.00  be  appropriated  for 
publishing  the  minutes  and  postage  on  same. 

On  motion  of  Bro.  C.  C.  Ingram,  State  Treasurer,  came  forth  and  reported 
in  the  sum  of  $15.15.  The  report  was  received  and  the  Treasurer  dis- 
charged. 

On  motion  of  Rev.  J.  W.  Rayner,  agreed  to  retain  the  same  treasurer.

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CONSTITUTION  OF  THE  CAPE  FEAR  DISCIPLES  OF  CHRIST 
CONVENTION. 

Article  1.  This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  Cape  Fear  Disciples  of 
Christ  Convention  of  North  Carolina. 

Art.  2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  devise  ways  and  means  for  the  spread  of  the 
Gospel  in  North  Carolina. 

Art.  3.  Its  membership  shall  consist  of  preachers  and  members  of  the 
church  who  have  been  sent  as  delegates  to  the  Convention. 

Art.  4.  Its  officers  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary, 
Assistant  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  necessary 
for  its  existence. 

Art.  5.  The  President  shall  preside  over  the  Convention  and  union  meet- 
ings during  the  year  in  which  he  is  elected,  unless  he  is  Providentially  hin- 
dered, at  which  time  the  Vice-President  shall  be  supreme  presider. 

Art.  6.  The  Treasurer  shall  hold  all  monies  belonging  to  the  Convention 
and  Union  Meetings,  aside  from  the  current  expenses,  paying  it  out  only 
as  directed  by  an  order  signed  by  the  President,  Secretary  and  one  other 
Counselor. 

Art.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  collect  all  funds 
belonging  to  the  Convention  and  pay  them  to  the  Treasurer. 

Art.  8.  The  Committee  on  Preaching  shall  appoint  preachers  to  preach  in 
the  Convention  and  notify  them  of  their  appointment. 

Art.  9.  The  Committee  on  Ministerial  Character  shall  investigate  the  mor- 
ality of  all  ministers  and  report  the  same  to  the  Convention. 

Art.  10.  The  Grievance  Committee  shall  report  all  matters  in  their  knowl- 
edge of  a  grievous  character  to  the  Convention. 

Art.  11.  There  shall  be  elected  annually  a  President  and  Vice-President, 
who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are  elected.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  over  the  Convention  and  look  over  all 
the  general  affairs  and  important  business  of  all  the  churches  belonging  to 
the  Convention,  making  such  recommendations  as  he  may  deem  consistent 
to  good  church  government. 

Art.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  examine  all  ministers  who 
may  apply  for  examination. 

Art.  13.  The  President  shall  preside  over  ministerial  trials,  giving  judg- 
ment for  or  against  an  accused,  according  to  the  evidence,  which  judgment 
shall  be  final,  unless  the  accused  appeal  to  the  Union  Meetings  or  Conven- 
tion for  a  new  trial,  which  shall  be  granted,  but  the  President  shall  have  at 
least  ten  days'  notice  and  the  nature  of  the  case  before  trying  an  accused. 

Art.  14.  The  pastor  in  charge  of  churches  shall  have  power  to  call  any  two 
ordained  brethren  they  choose  at  the  trial  of  a  deacon,  but  deacons  may  try 
members,  whose  trial  shall  be  presided  over  by  the  pastor  unless  otherwise 
provided  by  an  agreement  of  pastor  and  deacon. 

Art.  15.  If  any  church  shall  become  vacant  for  a  pastor  by  death  or  other- 
wise, the  deacon  of  said  church  shall  notify  the  President  of  said  vacancy, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  appoint  a  preacher  to  fill  said  vacancy  until  next 
Convention. 

Art.  16.  Each  local  church  shall  send  as  many  delegates  to  the  Conven- 
tion as  they  deem  proper,  but  each  delegate  shall  have  $2.00  at  the  Conven- 
tion and  $1.00  each  to  attend  the  Union  Meetings;  but  these  fees  must  be 
raised  at  the  church  that  sends  them. 

Art.  17.  There  shall  be  two  Union  Meetings  a  year.  The  Convention  shall 
locate  the  first  one,  and  that  one  shall  locate  the  next  one. 

Art.  18.  Each  church  shall  assess  its  members  sufficiently  to  run  its  own 
government  and  make  the  assessment  known  on  the  first  preaching  Sunday 
in  the  year. 

Art.  19.  The  New  Testament  shall  ever  be  our  creed,  faith,  law,  guide, 
doctrine  and  practice,  and  any  departure  therefrom  shall  make  a  preacher 
or  other  officer  subject  to  indictment. 
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Art.  20.  If  at  any  time  it  is  personally  known  to  any  deacon  or  preacher 
of  our  faith  that  the  President  is  not  walking  or  living  in  Gospel  order,  said 
deacon  or  preacher  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Vice-President,  who  shall 
call  two  other  preachers,  whom  he  may  choose,  to  try  the  case,  first  giving 
the  President  ten  days'  notice  of  his  trial  and  the  nature  of  the  case.  In 
such  trial  the  judgment  of  the  Vice-President,  for  or  against  him,  shall  be 
final;  provided,  the  President  does  not  appeal  to  the  Convention  for  a  new 
trial. 

Art.  21.  All  ministers  and  deacons  shall  stand  trial  at  their  mother 
church,  and  not  at  the  Union  Meetings  or  Convention,  because  evidence  for 
or  against  him  can  be  better  obtained  at  the  mother  church  than  elsewhere. 

Art.  22.  The  18th  Chapter  of  St.  Matthew  is  our  standpoint  for  the  trial  of 
members  by  deacons;  but  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  public  offenses 
cannot  be  decided  by  that  chapter. 

Art.  23.  Delegates  and  preachers  are  the  law-making  power  of  the  Con- 
vention, which  makes  them  members  of  the  Convention,  and  every  member 
of  the  Convention  must  be  subject  to  the  action  of  the  Convention,  or  be 
considered  a  misdemeanor. 

Art.  24.  Each  local  church  is  a  daughter  of  the  Convention,  while  the 
pastors  of  churches  are  husbands  or  fathers  of  their  churches,  the  deacons 
being  elder  sons  for  the  help  of  their  father  and  family. 

Art.  25.  All  public  collections  raised  at  Union  Meetings  shall  be  used  to 
discharge  any  indebtedness  of  the  Union  Meetings. 

Art.  26.  Every  church  shall  represent  in  the  Union  Meetings  with  5  cents 
to  the  member. 

Art.  27.  All  public  collections  raised  at  the  annual  Convention  shall  be 
equally  divided  among  all  the  ministers  belonging  to  the  Convention. 

Art.  28.  Delegates  to  the  Annual  Convention  are  delegates  to  the  Union 
Meetings  during  the  year  in  which  they  are  elected. 

Art.  29.  Every  church  shall  represent  in  the  Annual  Convention  with  15 
cents  to  the  member. 

Art.  30.  The  President  shall  attend  all  the  Union  Meetings  to  examine  all 
applicants  for  the  Ministry  who  may  apply  for  the  same. 

Art.  31.  Applicants  must  go  to  the  Union  Meetings  or  Conference  for  ex- 
amination, unless  the  pastor  of  the  church  to  which  the  applicant  belongs 
shall  send  for  the  President  to  come  for  the  same  at  any  Quarterly  Confer- 
ence. 

Art.  32.  Every  preacher  in  charge  of  one  church  shall  pay  to  the  Conven- 
tion an  annual  assessment  of  $1.50;  ministers  in  charge  of  two  or  more 
churches,  $1.00  for  each  church.  Ordained  preachers  not  in  charge  of  a 
church  shall  pay  $1.00;  local  preachers,  75  cents. 

Art.  33.  Every  deacon  shall  represent  in  the  annual  Convention  with  50 
cents,  and  delegates  who  are  not  deacons,  25  cents  each. 

Art.  34.  No  minister  shall  be  ordained  to  the  Gospel  work  until  he  can 
make  elder  license. 

Art.  35.  The  trial  ministers  shall  be  administered  by  the  President  of  the 
Convention. 

Art.  36.  Deacons  shall  be  ordained  by  the  pastor  in  charge  and  whosoever 
he  may  choose,  unless  he  chooses  the  President  to  do  so. 

Art.  37.  No  minister  coming  from  other  connections  shall  be  put  in  charge 
of  any  work  until  he  has  proven  himself  for  one  year  from  the  time  he  is 
received  with  us.  He  shall  not  have  license  until  he  has  been  with  us  six 
months. 

Art.  38.  Every  minister  must  present  his  license  on  the  second  day  morn- 
ing at  the  Annual  Convention,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  who  shall 
hold  the  same  until  he  hears  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Ministerial 
Characters. 

Art.  39.  Any  Article  in  this  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  Annual 
Convention. 
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
